To the inhabitants of Little Boar’s Head, a Village District in the Town of 
North Hampton, New Hampshire, organized under the provisions of Chapter 
196, Session Laws of 1905, qualified to vote in District affairs, greetings: 

You are hereby notified to meet at Union Chapel, 7 Willow Avenue in said 
District on the first Tuesday in September next, being the second day of 
September, 2003 at 6:30 p.m. for the following purposes: 

Article One: To elect a Moderator, a District Clerk, a Treasurer, and an 
Auditor for the ensuing year. 

Article Two: To elect one Commissioner for a term of three years 
following the expiration of the term of Susan H. Spencer at the conclusion of 
this meeting. 

Article Three: To hear the reports of the Clerk, the Treasurer, the Zoning 
Inspectors, the Zoning Board of Adjustment, the Commissioners and others, 
which reports are printed in this Annual Report, and to take such action as you 
may wish with regard to them. 

Article Four: To see if the Village District will vote to accept in whole or in 
part the Village District Budget as has been submitted to the Municipal Budget 
Committee of the Town of North Hampton, and has been approved by them, 
which budget is included in this Annual Report. 

Article Five: To take such action as the Village District may wish to give 
the Treasurer of the Village District authority to borrow money in anticipation 
of taxes upon the written request of at least two of the Commissioners, and to 
dispense the funds of the Village District with the approval of at least one of the 
Commissioners. 

Article Six: To see if the Village District will authorize the Commissioners, 
or any two of them, to apply for, to accept, and to expend without further action 
by this Village District, moneys from the Federal Government, from the State of

New Hampshire or from private sources in accordance with the provisions of 
Revised Statutes Annotated, Chapter 32. 

Article Seven: To see if the Village District will authorize the 
Commissioners, or any two of them, as agents, to transfer funds from the Little 
Boar’s Head Improvement Fund into the Operating Account, and/or to deposit 
funds from the Operating Account into the Little Boar’s Head Improvement 
Fund, which Fund is administered by the Trustees of Trust Funds of the Town 
of North Hampton, as may be necessary to carry on the work of the Village 
District. 

Article Eight: To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may be 
necessary for the purposes included in the Budget, including the extinguishing of 
fires, the lighting or sprinkling of streets, the planting and care of shade or 
ornamental trees, the supply of water for domestic or fire purposes, the 
construction and maintenance of main drains and common sewers, the 
construction, maintenance and care of parks and commons, the maintenance of 
activities for recreation, the control of pollen, insects and pests, the 
impoundment of water, the maintenance of roads, the appointment and 
employment of watchmen and police officers, the enactment and enforcement 
of zoning regulations, and all other miscellaneous District expenses for the 
ensuing year.

REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONERS 


The Commissioners are pleased to report on an uneventful year in our 
Village District of Little Boar’s Head. 

We did not proceed with our sidewalk restoration plans this year. The 
estimated cost for the proposed project, on Chapel Road, seemed more than was 
reasonable for the benefit of a limited number of pedestrians using the sidewalk 
in that part of the District. This particular section of restoration requires removal 
of roadway pavement, which had mistakenly covered our existing sidewalk in a 
repaving project of several years ago. We have again budgeted an amount for 
sidewalk improvement and will make a decision as to the most needy sections as 
the year progresses. 

Fifty new sections of boardwalk (out of a total of 90 sections) were 
constructed and installed by Gary Ritchie in the spring. This was a huge, and 
much needed, undertaking made more challenging by getting the State to level 
the top of the shale pile on Ocean Boulevard at the north end of the District. 
The State came through in a timely fashion and the rejuvenated boardwalk was 
in place for a rainy Memorial Day weekend in May. Total cost of this effort, 
including disposal of old sections of boardwalk, was $3,930. 

The Planning Board held a Public Hearing on proposed Zoning Ordinance 
changes. We will be voting, by special ballot, on these changes at the Annual 
Meeting. Your attendance at the Annual Meeting will ensure that you have a 
voice in the rules that are the guidelines for land and buildings in Little Boar’s 
Head. 

No resident has spoken to the Commissioners about a celebration of the 
Village District’s 100-year mark, but there is time before 2005 to consider what 
might be an appropriate way to observe this milestone in local government.

REPORT OF THE 2002 ANNUAL MEETING 


Minutes of the Annual Meeting of the Village District of Little Boar’s Head, 
held in Union Chapel, Willow Avenue, North Hampton, New Hampshire, on 
Tuesday, September 3, 2002, commencing at 6:30 p.m. Notice of the meeting 
had been posted on the bulletin board outside Union Chapel and in the offices 
of the Town of North Hampton. 

The meeting was called to order by A. Michael Burnell, Moderator of the 
meeting, who introduced the Village District Commissioners: Katherine 
Southworth, Susan Spencer and Charles Gordon (who, in his capacity as Village 
District Clerk, recorded the minutes of the meeting). 

The Moderator then took up the Year 2002 District Warrant Articles, as 
follows: 

Article One: The following were unanimously re-elected to District offices 
for 2002-2003: A. Michael Burnell, Moderator; Charles Gordon, Clerk; 
Katherine Southworth, Treasurer, and Walter E. Rogers, Auditor. 

Article Two: Charles Gordon, whose term as Commissioner expired at the 
conclusion of the Annual Meeting, was unanimously re-elected Commissioner 
for a term of three years. 

Article Three: The reports of the Clerk, Treasurer, Zoning Inspectors, 
Zoning Board of Adjustment and Commissioners of the District were 
unanimously accepted as printed in the 2001-2002 Annual Report of the District, 
dated August 22, 2002. 

Article Four: The District Budget for 2002-2003, printed on page 9 of the 
Annual Report and approved by the North Hampton Municipal Budget 
Committee, was unanimously accepted as printed. 

Article Five: Was unanimously approved as printed in the Annual Report. 

Article Six: Was unanimously approved as printed in the Annual Report. 

Article Seven: Was unanimously approved as printed in the Annual Report. 

Article Eight: Was unanimously approved as printed in the Annual Report. 

Article Nine (Other Business): 

Katherine Southworth noted a typographical error on page 9 of the Annual 
Report in the Little Boar’s Head Improvement Fund Statement, as reported by 
the Trustees of Trust Funds of the Town of North Hampton: the last line of the 
Statement should read “Balance on June 30, 2002.” 

Charles Gordon informed the meeting that the new owner of the dwelling 
being remodeled at 26 Ocean Boulevard has asked for the Village District’s 
written consent to the proposed removal of the street light located in front of 
said dwelling, which is across Ocean Boulevard from the North Hampton State 
Beach parking lot, and that the North Hampton Police Chief indicated that, in 
view of the regular nighttime police patrol of the parking lot, removal of the 
light will not encourage any illegal or otherwise undesirable after-dark activities at 
the parking lot or the State Beach. Accordingly, no objection was made to the 
granting of such consent. 

The Commissioners agreed to act upon Jane Rockwell’s suggestion that the 
Commissioners send a letter to the North Hampton Board of Selectmen 
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advising that Board of the commitment secured by the Commissioners from 
the State Department of Transportation that any future requests for the 
placement of memorials or other permanent features along the seaward side of 
Ocean Boulevard will be referred to the Commissioners, and requesting that the 
same procedure be adopted by the selectmen with respect to any such request 
received by any official of the Town of North Hampton. 

There being no further business, the meeting was adjourned at 7:15 p.m.

The Planning Board met on May 13, 2003 to consider the application of 
Stephen and Nancy Wood to merge Lots 1-136 and 5-27 and to establish a lot 
line between the new Lots 1-136-1 and 1-136-2 as presented by Holden 
Engineering of Concord, NH. The two newly configured lots are in 
conformance with the Little Boar’s Head zoning requirements for size and road 
frontage. The Board gave approval in a vote of 3-2. 

A Public Hearing was held on June 17, 2003 at Union Chapel to consider 
changes to the Little Boar’s Head Zoning Ordinance. The Board will present 
nine amendments (printed in this report) for consideration by residents, and a 
vote by special ballot will take place at the Annual Meeting on September 2d at 
Union Chapel 

A regular Planning Board meeting followed the Public Hearing and 
members agreed to charge a fee for applicants in the amount of $200 to defray 
cost of publication and notification of abutters.
